Sudden wilting of squash vines or 
those ornam ental gourds very fre­ 
quently is caused by borers within 
the stems. If the entry of the borers 
can be detected by the discoloration 
around the hole and the presence of 
expelled plant tissue, a thin wire 
may be inserted in the hope of de­ 
stroying Hie evildoer.

1. Tile government continued to 
sell Today the public owns nearly 
Ave billion dollars more in savings 
bonds than it did when Japan sur­ 
rendered. 
2. Most of this net pain has been 
in series F and O bonds, which are 
usually bought by w ell-to-do people, 
partnerships and corporations. 
3. Many people have cashed bonds, 
especially people of low and middle 
incomes who are pinched by rising 
prices. 
4 
Most of this cashing has been 
in series K bonds 
the kind most 
people buy 
But E bond sales have 
been so surprisingly large that they 
have practically offset the cashing. 
F igu res C a m el 
When the war ended, the public 
owned roughly *30.000.000 000 worth 
of E bonds. In the two years since 
th en -according 
to 
Treasury 
De­ 
partment 
figure.*—people 
have 
bought 
110.063.000,000 
worth 
of 
new E bonds. 
In the same period people have 
cashed 
*10 095,000.000

E bond.1 
So the two figures al­ 
most cancel each other out. 
The current value of E bonds in

A great deal of the national debt

In wartime, the government didn't 
need to go to the trouble of huge 
bond drives to pay for th* war It 
could have borrowed all Hie money 
it

porations. 
But that would have been danger­ 
ous business, as the banks them ­ 
selves agreed It was sounder to pet 
the fast-rising national debt in the 
hands of as many people as possible. 
not just banks and corporations.

Besides, it was desirable to hold 
down the amount of money in cir­ 
culation in order to check spending 
and slow tile rise in prices. 
You couldn't hold the amount of 
money in circulation by borrowing 
from a bank, for that only Increases 
the amount 
The Treasury wanted to give m il­ 
lions of Americans the opportunity 
to save for worthy purposes, for se­ 
curity. and more purchasing power 
in the future—at a time when the 
country may badly need purchasing 
power. 
Now, two >ear.s later, those are 
still the reasons why the Treasury 
has a staff of 383 people whose job 
is to push Hie sale of savings bonds.
